Screntrric Amusement. A New Hampshire 


Correspondent of the Scientific Tracts and Lyceum, 
communicates the following anecdote—amusing 
certainly, if not perfectly correct : 


Observing a notice in the Tracts and Lyceum 
for January. 1834, of an attack of a spider upon a 
young rat, | would notice a circumstance which 
took place a few years since, as it serves to show 
the sagacity as well as the medical skill of the rep- 
tile tribe. A toad was observed to be engaged in 
battle with a large spider, which remained station- 
ary while the toad would make a pass at him and 
snap with its jaws in the same manner in which 
they are observed to do when taking small insects 
for food ; and when making those passes, the spid- 
er would ward off the blow and occasionally bite 
the toad. The toad, on receiving the wound, 
wou'd hop off a short distance where there was a 
plant growing which is usually known by the name 
of plantain, and would nibble the leaves apparently 
to apply an antidote for the poison received from 
the fangs of the spider, and then return to battle 
again. This being near my work-shop, several 
persons were attracted to the spot. After this pro- 
cess had been carried on for some time by the toad, 
that is, alternately fighting the spider and biting 
the plantain leaf, one of the gentlemen very cau- 
tiously, while the toad was thus disputing the field, 
The 
toad was again wounded, and straightway proceed- 
ed to his old physician ; but on arriving at the spot, 
discoveied the loss of his antidote ; and if ever dis- 
may was exhibited in a reptile, it was now to be 
seen. The toad, for a few moments, hopped one 
way and another with all his powers in search of 
another plantain, but found none ; and immediate- 
ly the poison from the spider took effect; and he 
kept in search of a remedy, but his hops were 
weaker and weaker, and in a very few minutes he 
expired. 

’ The following, from the same excellent work, is 
editorial, and of course true : :

At 
inns, the servants have no wages, and they depend 


course they are obsequious andobliging. They are 
always well dressed, and many of them are cox- 
combs. Some of them give a premium for places, 
instead of receiving a salary for services. On the 
arrival of a coach, there is a general rush of the 
servants to assist the passengersinalighting. Two 
footman stand at the door, and proffer an elbow ; 
the chamber-maid comes to show the rooms, and 
even ‘ Boots,’ who gets his title from what he brush- 
es, shares in the hospitable impulse. On the de- 
parture, the servants range themselves in a line, 
and if any guest forgets a douceur, he is gently re- 
quested to remember the chamber-maid, ‘ Boots’ &c. 
Sally, originally the name of an individual, now 
designates a class, and every chamber-maid is cal- 
led by that name.—The English inns are indeed so 
excellent, that they well deserve the commendation 
of Shenstone, which is so often scribbled upon the 
wainscot and windows. 


Whoe’er has travelled Jife’s dull round, 
Whate’er his stages may have been, 

Must sigh to think he still has found, 
Hiis warmest welcome at an inn.’ 


The inns of England however are not the hospices 
of poverty. The ale-houses are the resorts of the 
more numerous class, that cannot afford the luxu. 
ries of the inns, and they are often neat and com- 
modious. A traveller who desires to see the un- 
sophisticated English character, will find it more 
at the alehouse, than at the inns. 

The most common vehicles for travelling are the 

mail coaches, some of which carry four passengers 
within, and ten or more upon the top. Others car- 
ry more within and without, and the roads are so 
good, that four horses easily carry eighteen passen- 
gers. The mail coaches go, including stops, 8, 9, 
or 10 miles an hour. The top seats are often pre- 
ferred, as they are much cheaper, and’as they ena- 
ble the passenger more to enjoy the beauty of the 
country. At first, it seems perilous to ride at such 
an elevation, when the velocity is so great, for 
there is but a single iron railing to hold by; but 
in a shorttime the traveller suffers himself to be 
moved with every motion of the coach, instead of 
resisting it, and to feel a perfect security in his ele- 
vation. The coachman is well acquainted with the 
people who live on the road, whom he salutes in 
passing; and to the passengers, he is communica- 
tive and civil. The guard who rides in the rear 
with pistols at hand in case of need, and a bugle to 
give notice of his approach, is also obliging, and it 
has grown into a custom for every passenger to 
give him a shilling for every twenty miles. The 
coachman is also paid in the same way. 
The coaches are of various forms ; some are of a 
cylindrical shape, and are very long and large; 
many have names'like ships, painted on the pan- 
nels, together with the towns through which they 
pass. The guard, and sometimes the coachman 
wear the royal livery, and the whole makes a gay 
appearance. On the road, each carriage passes a- 
nother on the left; which is better than our cus- 
tom of taking the right, as it gives the coachman a 
betty chance to seesthe distance between the vehi- 
cles.

Curntous ayecpote or ThE Heart. Since the 

statement recently made respecting the insensibili- 

ty of the human heart to external touch, we have 

met, in an old Edinburgh Medical Journal, with 

the following case :—A buck that was remarkably 

fat and healthy in condition in August, 1816, was 

killed in Bradbury Park, and on opening him it 

was discovered that, at some distant time, he had 

been shot in the heart, a ball being found in a cyst 
in the substance of the viseus, about two inches 
from the apex. The surface of the cyst had a 
whitish appearance. The ball weighs 292 grains, 
and was quite flat. Mr. Richardson, the park- 
keeper, who opened the animal Jwas of opinion that 
the ball had struck some hard substance before en- 
tering the body of the deer. That the animal 
should subsist long after receiving this ball, is en- 
deavored to be accounted for from the instance of 
a soldier, who survived 49 hours after receiving a 
bayonet wound in the heart; however, the recov- 
ery from a gun-shot wound in an animal inferior 
to man can, in no respect, materially alter the im- 
portance of the fact, and of the great extent to 
which this vital organ may sustain an injury from 
external violence.

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CONGRESS. 


[We present our readers in this day’s paper with 
copious extracts from the National Intelligencer, 
containing a somewhat condensed account of the 
proceedings of Congress, of a more than ordinarily 
interesting character. ] 

In Senate, Tuesday, Feb.4. A Mes from 
the President of the United States, money. sihrnow 
by Mr. Donelson his private Secretary, communi- 
cating to Congress the recent conduct of the Bank 
of the United States, in refusing to deliver the 
books, papers and funds (about half a million) in 
its £eeeuie, relating to the execution of the act 
of ongregs of June 7th, 1832, entitled ‘an Act for 
the relief of certain surviving officers and soldiers 
of the Revolution.’ A copy of the Report of the 
Attorney General on this subject, in which the 
President entirely concurred, was enclosed in the 





message. , 

After the Message was read, Mr. Clay rose and 
made some brief remarks. 

He said, he had looked into the question con- 
cerning the payment of the pensions, and it was 
his opinion that this agency had been confided to 
the k of the United States by law; that the 
Executive had no right to take away this agency 
from the institution, and that the doing so would 
only be regarded as a continuance of that career of 
assumption and usurpation which had been com- 
menced during the last year against the Bank. 

Mr. Clay said he hoped the message would be 
referred to a committee which would enter into an 
examination, for the purpose of discovering whether 
there had been any violation of duty on the part of 
the Bank. If it should appear that there had been 
any such violation of duty on the part of that insti- 
tution, no one would be more ready than himself 
to apply a proper and prompt correction of the evil. 
But, if the committee should find that the Execu- 
tive, and not the Bank, had violated its obligations 
and its duty, he hoped that there would still be 
found a determination in the Senate to apply a cor- 
rective. 

He moved \that the message be referred to the 
Committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr. Grundy thought that the Bank was not the 
legal agent for paying the pensions under the law 
of 1532—but disapproved of the Senate's expressing 
its opinion on the subject at this time. He concur- 
red with the Senator from Kentucky (Mr. Clay), 
that the message ought to be committed to the a 
diciary Committee—and in addition to the motion 
of that gentleman, he moved that the papers be 
printed. 

Mr. Olay stated that it was not his intention, at 
this time, to enter into any arguments on this.ques- 
tion. In reference to the opinion of the Attarney 
General, Mr. C. said he had long ceased to respect 
the acts or opinions of the different Departments of 
the Government. Sir, said he, when we know, 
from experience, that digmission from office is the 
consequence of a difference of opinion between any 
Head of a Department and the Executive, I ac- 
knowledge that [ have lost all confidence in opin- 
ions from those sources. I, for one, can no longer 
respect the opinions of an Attorney General, or 
any other executive officer, when such doctrines 
were avowed as had been maintained on this floor. 
Mr. C. passed a high eulogium on the personal 
character of the present Attorney General. But 
brought within the pestilential atmosphere of Wash- 
ington, he must be excused if he could not accord 
full credit to his public opinions. Mr. C. hoped 
that the reference would take place. 

Mr. Wright thought that the Senator from Ken- 
tucky was mistaken in some parts of his argument. 
He thought the Senator had not thoroughly exam- 


ined the subject, or he would have found a very ceed 


marked difference between what he supposed to be 
the facts in relation to this subject, and the real 
state of the case. When the gentleman should 
have examined the matter, he was of opinion that 
he would be satisfied. 

Mr. W. said that his feelings compelled him to 
muke a few remarks in reference to what had been 
said by the gentleman from Kentucky in relation 
to the Attorney General. He (Mr. W.) would say, 
that the Attorney General was not to be affected 
by any such influence, for he was a man of integri- 
ty, truth and candor, and would not give an opin- 
ion which he did not, in his conscience, believe to 
be right. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Chambers offered the following resolution, 
which lies one day on the table; 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Treasury be 
instructed to report to the Senate the weekly ac- 
counts of the several State Banks selected by him 
as the Depositories ofthe public money, from Ist 
December 1533, to Ist February 1834, or to the last 
returns made to him, setting forth the amount, at 
the end of each week, of the public money in each 
of saig@ Banks, of debts due to them, of notes in cir- 
culation, and of specie in their vaults. : 

New York Memontat—Mnr. Wright rose to pre- 
sent the memorial ofa large number of merchants 
and other citizens of the city of New York, on the 
subject of the condition of the financial operations 
of the country, and expressive of their opinions of 
the necesity of a National Bank. He was inform- 
ed that the memorial bears the signatures of 6000 
persons, a great portion of them merchants and 
traders in the city of New York, and the expres- 
sion of whose opinion was entitled to very great 
weight in this body. 

He then moved that the memorial be read, re- 
fered to the Committee on Finance, and ordered to 
be printed. e 

The memorial having been read 

Mr. Webster rose and made some remarks. He 
alluded to the number of signers to the memorial, 
and considered their numbers and great respecta- 
bility as full testimony of the great degree of pub- 
lie distress which prevails at this moment. He had 
his doubts if, in the whole history ot our Govern- 
ment, any memorial had ever been presented, in 
which such pains had been taken to give a respect- 
ful and emphatic expression of the deep, wide-spread 
and earnest conviction of public suffering, as were 
exhibited in this memorial. It reminded him of 
some instances which had occured in the British 
House of Commons, where, under a less auspicious 
organization than happily existep now, a great 
mass of petitions, with a prodigious number ot sig- 
natures was presented. There was presented a 
memorial from one of the northern counties by a 
Whig member, against the American contest, and 
when the messenger brought one end of it to the 
Clerk’s table, the other end was not to be seen. 
A member remarked that there was the head of the 
petition, but where was the tail? It was answered 
that the tail had not yet left Yorkshire. 

Mr. Webster said the proofs of public distress 
which were now exhibited;were of too earnest a 
character to be scoffed at, and too plain to be mis- 
taken. He deemed it of great importance, that, in 
the existing circumstances of the country, the 
Bank should do what it could, and should convince 
the people that it extended all the relief in its pow- 
er to yicld. It was its duty to exertits powers to 
the verge of its own safety, for the purpose of as- 
sisting the property and industry of the country to 
sustain itself under this unprecedented weight of 
distress. He trusted that the Bank would do so; 
it ought to do it, it was its duty to do it. 

But on the other hand the rule of prudence re- 
quired that it should have constant regard to its 
own safety, and the necessity which existed for 
winding up its affairs within the time prescribed by 
law. The Government had taken its stand, and 
declared its purpose to be the collection and distri- 
bution of its revenue by means of the State Banks 
alone ;it had held out the idea that this scheme 
would be successful, and had pledged itself to car- 
" it hb; still he trusted that the Bank would 

ischarge its duty : afford evidence that there was 
no fault in its conduct; and prove that, while a 
charter remained to it, it would relieve the public 
distress, as far as it could do so with safety, and be- 
yond the line of safety it would not be justified in 
advancing a step. 

He knew not what would be the extent to which 
the public distress would increase, or where it was 
to terminate ; but he thought he could foresee the 
end of those public men who closed their ears 

inst the cries of distress which were coming in 
from all parts of the gountry. The fact of the ex- 
istence of distress now evident. 

He implored gentle ronnd him whose tables 
we re loaded with petitions from the People, to re- 
collect that, in the hi of the last twenty years, 
chere had not been found in this country an equal 
amount of distress.

The motion was agreed to. , 
Mr. Chambers moved that 6000 additional copies 
of the report be printed. 

Mr. Forsyth objected to the printing of this strong 
and able paper, which was marked with that ability 
which stamped every production of the Senator 
from Massachusetts. 

The motion was supported by Mr. Tyler, Mr. 
Chambers, Mr. Grundy and Mr. Porter 

The question was taken about 4 o'clock, and the 
motion to print the extra number of the report,was 
agreed to—ayes 27.

Rait Roavs. The system of constructing rail- 
roads is becoming quite a favorite one in the coun- 
try. In a few years, by meansof the newly invent- 
ed steam-boats on our rivers and lakes, and rail- 
roads on all the principal mail routes, the traveller 
will be enabled to pass from one section of the 
country to another, with the rapidity of a bird of 
passage, almost “ annihilating both time and space.”” 
The New Orleans Bee of the 22d ult., states that a 
project is in agitation to establish a rail-road from 
that city to Mobile. The expense is estimated at 
one million of dollars. The plan is considered fea- 
sible, and when carried into execution, will be of 
incalculable advantage to the citizens of N. Orleans, 
in expediting the mails with facility and certainty. 





Tar Creek Controversy. We thought the 
troubles in Alabama were at anend. But the Ala- 
bama Journal ofthe 25th ult. contains an article, re- 
fiecting in severe terms on the measures adopted 
by order of the Executive of the United States, in 
relation to that affair. The Journal says, the Mar- 
shal is now at Montgomery, with orders to proceed’ 
inthe removal of those persons, who are settled 
upon lands included in the reservation. 

“ Questions (within the admitted jurisdiction of 
our State, as to the occupancy of lands, are to be 
settled by the Marshal at the head of a ruffian sol- 
diery. Our laws are to be contemned. ‘The rights 
of our State are to be trampled under foot by mili- 
tary power. A portion of our people are to be 
driven from their homes, at the point of the bayon- 
et. A military government is to be erected within 
our own territory with}powers more absolute than the 
most perfect despotism. And why are these things 
to be done? What purpose does Gen. Jackson 
propose to effect, that will compensate for the ir- 
reparable distress which it will produce? What 
justification under Heaven, can there be for his pur- 
suing a course, best calculated of all others to dis- 
solve the Union and plunge the country into all 
the horrors of a civil war? 

* We anxiously await the determination of our 
Governor. Will he bow the cringing knee to pow- 
er, or will he as becomes the Executive of a free 
people, vindicate their rights and execute their 
laws ?” 





Repvuction or Wages. Owing to the stagna- 
tion of business, consequent on the scarcity of mon- 
ey, there is no demand for American manufactures, 
and the ware-houses in all our large towns are filled 
with domestic fabrics. If such a state of things 
should be prolonged, it must prove ruinous to the 
manufacturing interests in New England. The 
mills must be stopped, or the wages of the operatives 
reduced, and we learn that measures are already 
about being taken in Lowell and elsewhere, to car- 
ry the latter alternative into effect on the first of 
March.

Tur Durcu Emparco. An official notice, sent 
by order of the Treasury to the Commissioners of 
Customs, relative to the payment of the extraordi- 
nary expenses incurred by the Dutch vessels, in 
consequence of the recent embargo, hss just been 
published, from which it appears that, contrary to 
the expectations of the owners of the Dutch vessels 
detained, the English government are determined 
to enforce payment of the money advanced to the 
owners during the embargo. 

The Paris papers state that the Duke of Orleans 
wil set sail for America in March next, and that he 
intends to pass the greater part of the year in visit- 
ing different parts of that country. 

From Spain. The ship Calumet, arrived yes- 
terday, sailed from Cadiz on the 18th Dec. Capt. 
Chase has favored us with {Cadizpapers of the 16th, 
17th and 18th, andthe Gibralter Chronicle of the 
16th ofthat month. They quote the price of French 
Stocks at Paris on the 2eth Nov. 102f50, and Brit- 
ish Stocks at London on the 26th, 88. 

Maprip, Dec, 11. Two dispatches of Gen. Val- 
des, dated Ofiate the 4th, and Vittoria 7th Dec, ac- 
quaint us with the operations of his columns to 
the last date. On the 3d, that which he himself 
headed marched from Durango to Ofiate, the bridge 
| of which he had ordered Gen. Lorenzo to possess 
himself. The order waspunctually executed, but 
on reaching the bridge Gen. V. was informed that 
the malcontents had evacuated Ofiate. General 
Lorenzo was dispatched against a few that were 
collected a little higher up whom he defeated and 
dispersed. Gen. L. pursued his march towards 
Cegama and Segura, put to flight in that quarter 
1000 men and compelled them to betake themselves 
to Navarre, which movement also obliged the Al- 
varse, to the number of 1500, to take the same 
course.

Much, it is true, still remains 
to be accomplished ; but with wise and persever- 
ing efforts on our part, and the blessing of Heaven 
superadded, we have no occasion to despair of ulti- 
mate and full, if not complete success.

High in pride, in blood, and in spirits, the Au- 
tocrat casts a longing eye towards the fertile plains 
of Turkey, and seems resolved to make Constan- 
tinople the Capital of the Russian Empire. He is

While the dim dawn ey’d the broad front, 
And led the battle on.’ 

The Emperor of Russia has also in the Euxine 
Sea, within three short days’ sail of Constantino- 
ple, a naval force of two ships of the line. The 
French Government, as if aware of an approaching 
struggle for the capital of the East, is preparing a 
powerful armament in her southern dock-yards, to 
be accompanied by twenty or thirty thousand troops. 
It is given out that this warlike preparation is in- 
tended to be sent to a province on the coast of Af- 
rica, formerly dependent on Algiers. 

Nor is England idle. The Admiralty have lately 
given orders to fit out immediately, eight sail of 
the line and several frigates, which, with others al- 
ready in commission, will constitute a force of 11 
sail of the line, and which, added to the squadron 
in the Mediterranean, will make a force of 18 or 20 
sail.

The following, which we take from an old East- 
ern Argus, was written, we believe, by the present 
popular editor of tie Portland Courier—the verita- 
ble Downing: 


In the month of December, 1821, a Mr. Blake, with 
his wife and an iafany were passing over the Green 
Mountain, near the town of Arlington, Vt. in a sleigh 
with one horse. The drifling snow rendered it imposst- 
ble for the horse to proceed. Mr. Blake set off on foot 
in search of assistance, and perished in the storm hefore 
he could reach a human dwelling. The mother clarm- 
ed (as is su ) at his long absence, went in quest of 
him with the infant in her arms. She was found in the 
morning, dead, a short distarce from the sleigh. The 
child was wrapped in ber cloak, and survived the perils 
of the cold and the storm.

Tue Ticer Stayer. The morning after our ar- 
rival, it was signified to us that there was a large 
royal tiger in a nullah near the town. This was 
soon confirmed by the appearance of a native who 
was preparing to attack him single handed. The 
aman was short, not robust, but compactly inade, sin- 
ewy and active, having a countenance remarkble 
for its expression of calm determination. He was 
entirely naked above the hips, below which he sim- 
ply wore coarse trowsers reaching about half way 
down his thigh. He was armed with a ponderous 
knife, the blade of which was exceedingly wide 
and thick, with an edge almost as keen as a razor. 
‘On the left arm he bore a small conical shield, 
about eighteen inches in diameter, covered with 
hide and studded with brass, having a point of the 
same metal projecting from the boss. 

My companions and myself walked with this in- 
trepid little Hindoo to the lair of the sleeping foe. 
We were the less apprehensive of any personal 
danger, knowing that the tiger is a very cowardly 
animal, and seldom makes an open attack ; and 
further, that it always prefers attacking a native to 
a European. We soon reached the nullah and dis- 
‘covered the beautiful beast at the extremity, bask- 
ing in the sun. Its proportions were prodigious; I 
have never seen one larger. The nullah was nar- 
row, but the bettom tolerably free from inequali- 
ties, so that the area was more than usually favor- 
able for the operations of the undaunted tiger slay- 
er. As soon as we reached the spot, the man boldly 
leaped into the hollow, at the sane time utteying a 
shrill cry, in order to arouse his enemy from its 
slumbers. 

Upon seeing its resolute aggressor slowly ad- 
vance, the animal raised itself upon its fore legs 
with a terrific howl. As the little Hindoo contin- 
ued to approach, which he did slowly, and with his 
dark keen eyes fixed upon the face of his formida- 
ble foe, the tiger rose to its full height, and began 
to lash his sides furiously with his tail, yet it evi- 
dently appeared to be in a state of embarrassment 
Still the man advanced deliberately but undaunt- 
edly. The uneasiness and rage of the excited 
beast increased with every step, till at length it 
crouched, evidently with a determination to make 
a terrific spring. The man suddenly stopped, when 
the tiger passed, turned upon its head, and uttering 
a horrible noise, between a snarl and a howl, made 
one step forward, and sprung towards its victim, 
who instantly bent his body, received the animal's 
paws upon his shield, dashed the knife into his 
body, and fell under but almost entirely beyond 
the extremities of his wounded enemy. The crea- 
ture turned upon its back, the little Hindoo regain- 
ed his feet in an instant, striking the prostrate tiger 
with astonishing quiekness ana precision, a despe- 
rate blow on the throat, which completely severed 
the windpipe, at the same time springing with the 
quickness of thought beyand the reach of the mon- 
ster’s claws. 

The tiger died almost immediately. When assur- 
ed that it was past doing any more mischief—for it | 
had done much in its time—we descended into the 
nullah. The gash in the animal’s body was ter- 
rific. The lower region of the heart had been 
wounded and the intestines cut through. By way 
of trophy, the victor deliberately skinned his dead 
enemy, which he soon accomplished, and with 
great dexterity, and then returned, in the pride of 

wer, with the token of victory upon his shoul- 

rs. He obtained from us two or three pagodas, 
which he considered a most liberal reward for his 
bravery.—Oriental Annual.

Mr. Wright's speech in the U. 8S. Senate, which 
was received here on Saturday, created an extraor- 
dinary sensation, being understood as expressing 
the views of the Executive on the subject of a Na- 
tional Bank. Our merchants could hardly bring 
themselves to believe that the Government intend- 
ed to deprive them not only of the United States 
Bank, but of a United States Bank. Mr. Wright 
says explicitly that he “shall vote against the char- 
tering of the present Bank, or of any Bank, by 
Congress, whether to be situated at Philadelphia, 
at New York, or in any other of the States ;”’ and 
he bases his determination on the ground of un- 
constitutionality. This indeed leaves a small loop 
hole, because a Bank may be incorporated by Con- 
gress in the District of Columbia, with power to 
establish branches in any of the States which shall 
give their consent, without being liable, even in | 
the minds of the most scrupulous, to any constitu- 


tional Bicction. 
But a little farther on he says, “ he will 

the Executive Department of Government by all the 
lawful means in his power, in the attempt now mak- 
ing to substitute the State Banks for the Bank of the 
United States.” Here, then, we are told what is 
the purpose of the Executive Department, viz. to 
dispense with a National Bank altogether! If this 
fatal resolution is adhered to, we fear the distress 
of the business community is but begun. Andjthe 
business community cannot long be distressed, 
without the evil being felt s!l over the land. Such 
a disturbance of the currency must be produced by 
winding up a Bank of $65,000,000 of issues, as 
we fear this will be wound up without a substitute 
being provided, as cannot fail to create eimbarrass- 
ments of the most serious and alarming character. 
And what aggravates the calamity is, that it is 

wholly waialicen?. ‘ 
If the present Bank should be suffered to expire 
without a new one being created, we have not a 
doubt that in five years from this date, the country 
will demand that its currency shall be restored to 
its former footing. If this be true, what a sad pol- 
icy will it be to erhbarrass the interests of Com- 
merce and Manufactures during the interval, for 
doubtful 
experiment. If our voice could reach the ears of 
the Executive, we would beseech him to pause, ere 
is consummated. He surely car. suspect 
us of no partizan feelings, and nerhaps also will 
give us credit.for an acquaintance with the wants 
of the business community. We tell him then, 
and we tell Congress, that if they deprive us ofya 
i Bank they will deprive us of that which 
to the prosperity of our Merchants, and 
is intimately connected with that of the country at

Ay Accomptisnep Artist. A late London pa- 
per contains an account of the examination of 
“ Mrs. George Tweed, Esq.”” who was committed 
for trial under the following circumstances: She 
stopped her coach before the shop of a respectable 
tradesman in Picadilly, and requested to be shown 
some silks and satins, laces, &c. After selecting 
a quantity, worth about 50/., she requested that 
the clerk might proceed to her dwelling with the 
bill, where - would pay it—not having brought 
her wallet with her. The clerk accordingly enter- 
ed the coach, and it was driven—he little imagin- 
ed whither. The lady stopped in front of the man- 
sion of a respectable physician, and informed him 
that her son was in the carriage in front of his 
house, in a state of lunacy. She described his 
symptoms,stating that he supposed himself clerk to 
some establishment, and was continually talking 
about collecting bills, being swindled &c. She 
proposed to leave him in charge of the doctor for a 
few days, enjoining upon him to keep the young 
man confined, as it was dangerous that he ‘shoul 
be at large. This agreed to, the unsuspecting 
clerk was ushered into the apartinent of the physi- 
cian, where he was confined nearly two days as a 
lunatic; and it was not until the M. D. had sént a 
servant to the supposed residence of the lady, that 
he would heed the exclamations of the prisoner. 





The 12th January 1807, is rendered remarkable 
by a fatal accident at Leyden, in Holland. A ves- 
sel loaded with gunpowder entered one of the larg- 
estcanals in the Rapenburg, a street inhabited ehief- 
ly by the most respectable families, and moored to 
a tree in front of the house of professors Rue, of 
the University. About 4 eloek in the afternoon, 
when every thing was perfectly tranquil, the vessel 
was torn from its moorings ; a stream of fire burst 
from it in all directions; a thick black cioud envel- 
oped ajl the surrounding parts and darkened the 
heavens, whilst a burst, louder and more dreadful 
than the loudest thunder, instantly followed, and 
vibrated through the air to a great distance, burning 
houses and churches in one common ruin. The 
keel of the vessel in which the catastrophe com- 
menced, was found buried deep inthe earth at a 
considerable distance; the anchor was found ina 
field without the city, and avery heavy picce of 
lead at the foot of the mast was thrown intoastreet 
ata great distance. 

One of the most affecting incidents was the fate 
of the pupils of the different schools on the Rapen- 
burg. At the desjructive moment, the wife of the 
principal of the largest of them was standing at the 
door with her child in her arms ; she was instantly 
covered with the falling beams and bricks, the child 
was blown to atoms, and she was thrown under a 
tree at some distance. Part of the floor of the 
school-room sunk into the cellar, and twelve child- 
ren were killed instantly ; the rest miserably woun- 
ded, shrieked for help, and one was heard to call, 
“Help me, help me, I will give my watch tom 
deliverer.’” Fathers and mothers rushed from all 
parts of the city to seek their children, but after 
digging five hours they found their labor fruitless ; 
and some were even obliged to leave the spot in 
dreadful suspense, to attend to other near relations 
dug out at other quarters. They at last succeeded 
by incredible efforts, in bringing up some of the 
children, but in such a state that many of their pa- 
rents could not recognize them, and not a few were 
committed to the grave without its being known 
who they were. Many of these children, both 
among the dead and those whorecovered bled pro- 
fusely, while no wound could be discovered in any 
part of their bodies. Others were preserved in a 
wonderful manner and without the least hurt.— 
Forty children were killed. In some houses large 
companies were assembled, and in one, a newly 
married pair, from a distance, had met a numerous 
party of their friends. One person who was writ- 
ing in a small room, was driven through a window 
above the door, into the staircase, and fell to the 
bottom without receivmg much hurt. Many were 
preserved by the falling of the beams or rafters in 
a particular direction, which protected them, and 
they remained for many hours, some for a whole 
day and night. A remarkable fact of this kind hap- 
pened, when the city of Deift was destroyed by an 
explosion of gunpowder in 1654; a child a year old, 
was found two days afterwards sucking an apple, 
and sitting under with just space left for his body. 
Two others at a little distance were in their cradles 
quite safe. At that time almost the whole of Deift. 
was destroyed. 





Lanper’s Exprpition. Accounts have been re- 
ceived by the way of Barbadoes, from the African 
expedition under Lander. The vessel left Fernan- 
do Po on the 28th Oct. His health much improv- 
ed, and the objects of his expedition promised to be 
successful.

A lad fifteen years of age, lately died of hydro- 
phobia at Chilicothe, Ohio, after having been bitten 
by a dog more than four months. 


A bill has been reported to Congress appropriat- 
ing $2500 for the erection of a new light-house on 
Mark Island, near Harpwell, Me. 


In the U. States, 275 original works have been 
published during the year 1823. Of these 23 have 
already been announced as reprinted in England. 


A workman in the employ of G. H. Shryock & 
Co. at the straw papermill in Chambersburg, Pa., 
met with a most horrid death, on Monday the 20th 
inst.— While at work over a steam tub, containing 
about 200 gallons of boiling liquor, he fell into the 
vessel. Although extricated immediately, he was 
most dreadfully scalded from the neck down. Af- 
ter suffering most excruciating pain for 12 hours, 
death relieved him. 


From Bermupa. We have received advices to 
the 14th Jan. The Council and Assembly assem- 
bled on the 9th ult.,and a long communication was 
made to them, comprising an official expose of the 
abolition act, and of its application to their own 
condition and affairs. 

The House of Assembly of Barbadoes, had en- 
tered a Protestagainst the abolition act, which was 
greatly deplored by Sir Lionel Smith, the Governor, 
as being calculated to “prevent or greatly impede 
the compensation distribution.” —.V. Y. Cem.

Swart Birris. The bank returns for this state 
for December 1826, to December 1828 inclusive, 
distinguish between the circulation of bills of five 
dollars and upwards, and those under five dollars.

$5,034 ,593—that of bills under five doilars $1,044,- 
981, or,as 1 to5. As, for obvious reasons, it is 
presumable the issues of similar bills has not di- 
minished, we may venture to state the actual cir- 
culation of them, at 1,560,000 dollars. 

Allthe Banksin the New England States, and 
New York, issue bills of this description. Their 
aggregate circulation is about 32 millions; hence 
we may assume the circulation of small bills, in these 
States alone to be 64 millions of dollars. 

The Banks of Pensylvania, Maryland, and Vir- 

inia, it is believed, do not issue any bills under 
five dollars,—The bank circulation of the residue 
of the States, is probably. 30 millions; if we sup- 
pose the proportion of small bills to be equal to that 
of the other States, we may then, by approxima- 
tion, estimate the total circulation of bills of a less 
denomination than fiye dollars, at 124 millions.

She has strong sense, an excellent judgment, says 
some smart things, and supports an easy freedom 
in allcompanies. Her voice is more than mascu- 
line, it is deep-toned ; the wind in her favor, she 
can send it a mile: has no beard, or prominence of 
breast ; accepts any kind of manual labor, such as 
holding the plough, driving the team, thatching the 
ricks, &c. but her chief avocation is horse-break- 
ing, ata guinea a week; always rides witaout a 
saddle ; is supposed to be the best judge of a horse, 
cow, &c. in the country, and is frequently request- 
ed to purchase for others at the neighboring fairs. 
She is fond of Milton, Pope, Shakspeare, also of 
music; is self-taught; performs on several instru- 
ments, the violin, &c. 

“ She is an excellent markswoman, and like her 
brother sportsmen, carries her gun upon her shoul- 
der. She eats no beef or pork, and but little mut- 
ton; her chief food is milk, and also her drink, dis- 
carding wine, ale, and spirits.”

When they 
were at a distance she regained sufficient courage 
to come out and give a lastembrace to her murder- 
ed parer@s, and was not deterred from this act of 
filial affection either by the dangers to which she 
was exposed or by the revolting sight of the muti- 
lated bodies of her father and mother. Alarmed by 
some noise she again plunged into the marsh and 
having wandered about several hours, found herself 
near an Arab hut and sat down exhausted. She 
had not been long in this position, when a child, 
of about her own age, came out of the hut, and, in- 
spired by Provipence, the orphan threw herself 
upon its neck—the Arab child returned her caress- 
es. In a few moments she was surrounded by 
Arab women, who wept over her tears of commis- 
eration. Their maternal feelings dictated to them 
their duties on the occason, and they endeavored 
to conceal her, but the husbands returned, and she 
was discovered. These barbarians reproved their 
wives for granting hospitality to a Christian; and 
one of them had the brutality to throw an iron bar 
at the head of his wife, because she gave two eggs 
to the famished child. She however was presery- 
ed and remained with the tribe two days, submit- 
ting to her fate with patience and resignation. The 
murderers in fact reflected, that the exasperated 
French might in return and take vengeance, 
and the sparing of their infant prisoner would per- 
haps bea means of appeasing the wrath eir 
enemies. Atlength a Moor pot possession 6F the 
orphan while the Arabs were absent, and having 
concealed her in one of the baskets slung across 
the mule, brought her on the 16th of September 
sefe into Algiers. Immediately on her arrival she 
was taken to General Viorol, who bestowed on her 
the most anxious care. Her return becomin

It was a sea- 
son < senate with the famished wolves, the curs 
and their masters. e have heard of one individ- 
ual, who in a single week, killed upwards of forty 
without firing a gun. In the town of Windham 
one of the largest bucks ever seen in that vicinity, 
was killed unresistingly by a boy who clambered 
on his back and cut his throat. He was described 
to us by a man who saw him, as being a_ patriarch 
of the forest—with hair almost white with age, and 
antlers like an old fashioned arm chair. Upon a 
moderate calculation, over 1000 deer have, during 
the month past, been slaughtered within 50 miles. 
—Cattskill Recorder. 





ImpROVEMENTS IN THE Arts. Aboutthe year 
1749, in Falmouth, now Portland, Me. a yard of 
calico, according to the depreciated paper currency 
then used, cost 35 or 40 shillings; and the wages 
of a laboring man were 25 or 30 shillings per day. 
A laboring man could then buy for his family by 
his day’s work, only three quarters of a yard of 
calico; but now he can buy 4 or six yards, Cot- 
ton check was then 32 shillings per yard, or more 
than a man’s wages fora day. Cambric was at 
the enormous price of 130 shillings per yard; ora 
common laboring man must work 4 or 6 days to 
buy one yard. Corn was at this time at 30 shil- 
lings per bushel; so that a family must give more 
than a bushel of corn for a yard of calico, and more 
than 4 bushels for a yard of cambric. 

The improvements made in the arts have ren- 
dered such articles more abundant and cheap. 
A passage from the ‘ Working Man’s Companion,’ 
an English work reprinted in Boston 1831, will 
show this :—‘ Nearly 20 years after Arkwright had 
begun to spin by on the price of a particu- 
lar sort of cotton yarn much used in the manufac- 
ture of calico, was 38 shillings a pound. That 
same yarn is now sold for between 3 and 4 shillings, 
or one twelfth of its price 40 years ago. If cotton 
goods were worn only by the few rich, as the 
were in ancient times, and even in the latter half 
of the last century, that difference of price would 
not bea great object; but the price is a very im- 
portant object, when every man, woman and child 
in the United Kingdom has to pay it.’ The price 
is now sixpence a yard; but five years ago the av- 
erage price was halfa crown a yard. Forty years 
ago, it was 6 shillings a yard, or 12 times its pres- 
ent price. About 1750, or before Arkwright’s in- 
vention, ‘ the quantity of cloth manufactured could 
not have been equal to one five-hundredth part of 
that which is new manufactured for home consump- 
tion. So that 31 people now consume 16 yards of 
cloth, where one person 80 years ago consumed one 
yard.’—Scientijic Tracts.

It appeared to possess all the sagacity of a dog, and 
lived in its master’s house, and eat from his hand.
